THE  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  report  that 
section  86  (4)  of  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act  ” 
provides  for  the  arrangement  of  the  names  of 
candidates  on  the  ballot-paper  used  in  an  election 
but  does  not  provide  for  the  arrangement  of  names 
on  the  ballot-papers  in  multi-member  electoral  dis¬ 
tricts,  such  provision  being  provided  for  in  section 
86  (6)  of  the  said  Act.  Section  86  (6),  however, 
applied  only  to  the  general  election  immediately 
following  the  dissolution  of  the  Twenty-second 
Parliament  of  the  Province,  and  there  is  now  no 
provision  for  the  arrangement  of  names  on  ballot- 
papers  in  such  districts: 

And  to  recommend  that,  under  the  provisions  of 
section  199  of  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act,” 
chapter  106  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1948,”  the  following  regulation  be 
made: — 

“In  every  multi-member  electoral  district: — 

“(a)  The  names  of  the  candidates  to  be  placed 
on  ballot-paper  lettered  ‘A’  shall  be  those 
first  in  alphabetical  order  in  their  respec¬ 
tive  political  parties,  and  shall  adhere  to 
the  order  as  set  out  in  section  86  (4)  of 
the  ‘  Provincial  Elections  Act  ’: 

“(b)  The  names  of  the  candidates  to  be  placed 
on  ballot-paper  lettered  ‘  B  ’  shall  be  those 
next  in  alphabetical  order  in  their  respec¬ 
tive  political  parties,  and  shall  adhere  to 
the  order  as  set  out  in  section  86  (4)  of 
the  ‘  Provincial  Elections  Act  ’: 

“(c)  The  names  of  the  candidates  to  be  placed 
on  ballot-paper  lettered  ‘  C,’  where  appli¬ 
cable,  shall  be  those  last  in  alphabetical 
order  in  their  respective  political  parties, 
and  shall  adhere  to  the  order  as  set  out  in 
section  86  (4)  of  the  ‘  Provincial  Elections 
Act.’ 

“  Where  any  doubt  arises  as  to  the  order  of  the 
names  of  the  candidates  or  as  to  the  placing  of 
such  names  on  the  respective  ballot-papers,  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  decide  the  matter,  and  his 
decision  shall  be  final.”

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬

details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses.
